The b ill provides that a 
tract or tracts of land of 20 acres 
or more ly ing w-ithin the b order of 
the corporate lim its m ight b e dis­ 
connected b y petitioning the Coun­ 
ty or Circuit court. 
Certainly this is not an a gri­ 
cultural m easure, any man agricul­ 
tural or otherwise have the same 
privilege of b eing disconnected b ut 
a t the same tim e m any of our 
farm ers living within the corporate 
lim,its may ha-ce their farm lands 
disconnected from such village if 
they so desire as it w-ould mean 
considerab le saving in taxes for 
m any of our farm ers.
